THE APPROPRIATION (No. 2) ACT, 1050 

No XXXIX of 1950 

An Aot to authorise payment one! a a preprint' on of certain further sums from 
and ovt of the Consolidated Fund of India foi the service, of the year 
ending on the 81st day of March, 1051. 

Be it enacted by Parliament os follows - — 

1. Short title,— This Act may he called the Appropriation (No. 2) Act, 
1950. 

2. Issue of Rs. 4,38,36,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
year 1950-51. — Pi om and out of ihe Consolidated Fund of India there may 
he paid and applied sums noi exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule nrnouniing in the ngpiegnte to the sum of four ororos, thirty-eight 
lakhs and thirty-six '-thousand uippm towards defraying the several charges 
which will come in course of payimnt duriny the year ending on the 31st day 
of March, 1051, in ic-pcc t of ihe services specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. Appropriation. — Thn sums nuthoiised to ho paid and applied from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India bv this Ac-f shall bo appropriated for the 
i.erviceH and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the year ending 
on the 31st day of March, 1951.

THE ARMY AND AIR FORCE (DISPOSAL OF PRIVATE PROPERTY) 

ACT, 1050 

No. XL of 1950 

An Ant to provide for the disposal of the private property of persons subject to 
the Army Act , 1050, or the Air Force Act, 1050, who die or desert or are 
ascertained to he of unsound mind or while on active service are officially 
reported to bo missing. 

Be it enacted by Parliament us follows: — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-— (7) This Ant may be called 
tbo Army and Air Force (Disposal of Private Property) Act, 1950. 

(3) It extends to tile whole of India, and applies to citizens of India and 
nersons subject to tbo Army Act, 1050, or the Air Force Act, 1050, where- 
ver they may be. 

(.9) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint in this behalf. 

2. Definitions.- — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(1) "Committee” means the Committee of Adjustment constituted 
under section 4; 

(3) "prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(9) “rerumentfll and other debts in oamp or quarters’’ includes — 

(?) in relation to anv person subject to the Army Ac t, 1950. 
moneys due as military debts, namely, sums due in respect of or of 
any advance in respect of— 

(a) quarters; 

(f>) mess, band and other regimental accounts; 
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(c) military cluthing, appointments and equipments, not 
exceeding a sum equal to tluua months pay o£ LLie deceased and 
liavmg become due witlun eighteen months betore the date of Ilia 
death; and 

(it) in relation to any person subject to the Air Force Act, 1950, 
moneys due as air force debts, namely, sums due in respect of or of 
any advance in respect of — 

(a) quarters; 

(b) mess, band and othei service accounts; 

(c) air force clothing, appointments and equipments, not 
exceeding a sum equal to three months pay of the deceased and 
having become due within eighteen months before the date of his 
death ; 

( 4 ) "representation” includes probate, letters of administration, with 
or without the will annexed and a succession certificate, constituting a 
person executor or administrator ot the estate of a deceased person or 
authorising him to roeeive or realise the assets of a deceased person; 

( 5 ) ‘'representative’' means any person who lias taken out represen- 
tation, but does not include an Administrator General; 

(6’) all words and expressions used herein and defined in the Army Act, 
1950, or the Air Force Act, 1950, and not m this Act dehued shall be deem- 
ed to have the meanings respectively attributed to them by those Acts. 

3, Property of deceased persons and deserters other than officers. — (J) On 

the doath or doseition of any person, not being an olhcei, subject to tho Army 
Act, I960, or the Air Forco Act, 1950, us tho case may be, the commanding 
officer of the corps, depaiiment, detachment or unit to which tho deceased or 
deserter belonged, shall, as soon as may be and subject to any rules that may 
be made in this behalf — ■ 

(u) secure all the movable property belonging to the deceased or 
deserter that is in camp or quarters, and cause an inventory thereof to be 
made, 

(b) draw the pay and allowances due to such person, 

(o) make due provision for the payment of regimental and other 
debts in camp or quartern, if any, of such persons. 

( 3 ) In the case of a deceased person, the commanding officer, — 

(a) if in any case not otherwise provided for by rules made under this 
Act it appears to him to be necessary to make provision for the payment 
of regimental and other debts in camp or quarters, the funeral expenses 
of the deceased and the expenses, if any, incurred by the commanding offi- 
cer in respect of the estate of the deceased, shall, and — 

(b) in any other case, may, — 

collect all moneys left by the deceasod in any banking company (including any 
post office savings bank, co-operative bank or society or any other institution 
receiving deposits in money however named) and for that purpose may require 
the agent, manager or other proper officer of such bunking company , society or 
other institution to pay the moneys to the commanding officer forthwith, not* 
withstanding anything in the rules of tho banking compuny, sooioty or other 
institution, and such ugent, manager or other officer shall be bound to comply 
with the requisition. 
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(3) "Whore any money has been paid by a banking company, society or 
other institution in compliance with a lequisition mude undei sub-section (2), 
no person shall have any claim against the banking company, society or other 
institution m respect ot suen money. 

(4) Where the representative oi a deceased has given security to the satis 
faction of the commanding officer for the payment of the regimental and 
other debts in camp or quarters, it any, and ot the iuneral expenses of the 
deceased m cases where no provision tor the payment ol such expenses has 
been made ol hot wise and of the expenses, h any, meuried by the commanding 
officer in respect ol the estate ol the deceased, the commanding officer shun 
deliver over the propei ty received by him under sub-sections (/) aud (2) to that 
representative, whereupon his responsibility tor the administration of the 
estate ot the decease^ shall cease. 

(5) In the case of a- deceased whose estate has not been dealt with under 
aub-seotion (4), or under section 10, aud iu the oase of a deserter, the command- 
ing officer, — 

(i) if in any case it ib nccesbary in his opinion so to do for the purpose 
ot securing the payment oi the icguueutal and other debts m camp or 
quarters ot the deceased or dcsertei, the iuncial expenses oi the deceased, 
it any, and the expenses, it any, mcunod by the commanding officer in 
respect of the estate ol the deceased or deserter, shall, aud 

(ii) in any other case, may 

cause ttie movable piopirty oi the deceased or desertei, us the case may bo, to 
be sold or converted mio money 

(6) The commanding officer ahull, out ol the moneys received, collected or 
realised under sub-sections (l), (2) and (5), pay Lhe legnnontnl and ocher debts 
in camp or quarters, if any, of the deceased or deserter, as th e case may be, 
the expenses, if any, incurred by the commanding officer in respect of the 
estate of the deceased or deserter, and in the case of a deceased his funeral 
expenses in cases whero no provision tor the payment of such expenses has 
been made otherwise. 

(7) The surplus, if any, after payment of the debts and expenses specified 
in sub-section (6), shall, — 

(а) in the case of a deceased, be paid to his representative, if any, or 
in the event of no claim to such surplus being established within twelve 
months alter the death, to the prescribed person; and 

(б) in the oase of a deserter, be forthwith paid to the prescribed 
person, and shall, on the exphy of three years from the date of desertion, 
be forfeited to the Central Government, unloss the deserter shall have 
surrendered or been apprehended in the meantime: 

Provided that the prescribed person may, if the deserter has not surren- 
dered or been apprehended in the meantime, pay the whole or any part of 
the surplus received by him under clause (b) to the wife or children or any 
other dependant of the deserter at any time during the said period of three 
years. 

Explanation. — In this soetion and in section 4, the word “officer" with 
reference to persons subjoct to the Air Force Act, 1950, includes a warrant 
officer who has died or deserted. 

4. Property of officers who die or desert — The provisions of reel ion !1 shall 
also apply to the disposal of tho property of any officer subject to the Army 
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Act, 1950 or the Air Force Act, 1950, who dies or deserts, Dut with the hollow- 
ing modifications, namely . — - 

(i) the functions oi the commanding officer undei section d shall be 
porlormed by a Committee ot Adjustment constituted in tlhb behali in the 
pie-cubed munnei, 

(ij) the suiplue, li any, alter payment oi the debts and expenses 
■=pecihed in sub-section (6) ol section 5, shtui in the case ol a deceased oih 
eer, be paid to tho picsenoed peisou 

6. Decision ol questions as to regimental and other debts m camp oi quar 

ters. — It ii. any case a doubt or diileicuce unset, as to « hat ale til* i« a i. Denial 
tend other debts in camp or quaitcis ol a deceased or dcscrLer or as to the 
umounb payable in respect thoicoJ, the decision oi the prescribed pernon Bhaii 
be dual and shall be binding on all persons tor all puipobes 

8. Representative powers oi commanding mimm oi Oomiimnuo.— ^ oi lot 
purpose ol tho exorcise ot Ins or its auticb unuet si cuion > oi section 4, the 
commanding otlioor or the Committee, ab the case may bo, shall, to tho ex- 
clusion ot ail other peibons and authorities whomsoevei oi whatsoevei have 
the same nghtb and powers a& it he or it had taken out representation to the 
estate of the deceased, and any lcoeipt given by the commanding olhocr or the 
Committee, as the ease may be, shall have dlecr, accordingly. 

7. Powsr of Central Government to hand over estate ol deceased person to 
the Adminisaator General. — (2j .Notwithstanding anything contained in the Ad 
mimstrator General's Act, 191d (ill oi 19J3), an AdtmmsLuiloi Gcneiai shall 
not interpose in any manner in relation to any propeiLy oi a decease l which 
has been dealt with under tho piovisions oi section J or section 4 . } except in so 
far as he is expresbiy required or permitted to do so by or under the provisions 
of this Act. 

(#) The Central Government may, at any time and in such circumstances 
as it thinks fit, direct that tho estate of ft deceased shall be banded over by 
the commanding officer or the Committee, as the case may be, to the Admims. 
trator General of a State tor admnusliauon, and thereupon the commrnding 
officer or the Committee, as tho case may be, shall make over the estate to 
such Administrator General. 

( 3 ) Whcro undor this section any estate is handed over to the Admims. 
trator Genoral, the Admimstrator General shall administer such estate in 
accordance with the provisions of the Administrator General s Act, 1919 (III 
of 1918), or, if that Act is not m force in any State, ot the corresponding law 
in foroe in that State: 

Provided that the regimental and other debts in camp or quarters of the 
deceased, if any, shall be paid by the Administiator Geneial in priority to any 
other debts due by the deceased. 

( 4 ) Tho Administiator General shall pay the surplus, if any, teniaming m 
his hands after discharging all debts and charges, to the heirs of the deceased, 
and, if no heir is traceable, shall make over the surplus in the prescribed 
manner to the prescribed person. 

($) The Administrator General shall no! charge m rcHpeet of his duties 
under this section any fee exceeding three per cent, of the gross amount com- 
ing to or remaining m his hands alter payment of the regimental and other 

debts in camp or quarters. 
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8. Disposal oi surplus by prescribed persons.— Ou receipt, ot tJie surplus 

loioried to in sub section (<) ot section d ot eirtuwe ( u ) ol section 1 oi sub section 
£4) ot section 7, tlie proscribed person shall, — 

(.a) li he knows ot a representative ot the deceased, pay the surplus 
to that representative, 

(u) it he does not know ol any such representative and the surplus 
has not been disposed ot undei section 10, publish every year a notice in 
the piesenbed toiin and manner tor six consecutive years and ii no claim 
to tUo surpius is made by a leptesentative ot th 6 deceased within six 
months e\en alter the publication ot the last ot such notices, the pros' 
cubed pcisun shall deposit the surplus together with any income or 
accumulation oi imonn aimed liicieJioui to the cicd t oi tlio Oential 
Government : 

Provided that such deposit shall not bar the olaim ol any person to suoh 
surplus oi any pait thereol, it he is otheiwise entitled to it. 

9. Disposal ot ehects, not money. — V\ hue any pint oi the estate oi a 
leceased poison consists oi ! ic< eta, securities or other property not converted 
mto money, the provisions ol sub section (? j ot sootioir d, clause (uj ot section 
4 and seecion 8, with lespett to the payment ot the suipius, snail, save as 
111 , 1 ) be pruscubed, extend to tue delivery, tiansmisbion or transler oi such 
elfeets, seeiuitus oi piopeiiy, and me piesi need person snail have the baiue 
power ol oonveilnig Uie same niiu menej as i lepieoi nl Hive ol tile deetased 

a 0. Disposal ot ceualu property without production or prooate, etc.--Pio 
perty dehveiuble and money payable to the representative ot a deceased under 
section d or seution 4 oi soclioii 8 may, U the total urnount oi value thereof 
does not exceed live thousand iupet 3 ana u the pieseubed peisou thinks ht, be 
delivered or praid to any peihon appealing to him to be entitled to receive it 
oi to administei the estate oi Hie deceased without lequumg buth person to 
pioduce any piobate, letteis ot administration, succession cortihoate or other 
t^uch conelusive evidence ot title. 

11. Discharge ol commanding officer, Oommittee, prescribed person and the 
Genual uovt rniuent. — Any payment oi application ol money or appncution, 
donveiy, bale or othei disposition oi any piopeity made, oi purported to be 
made, by the commanding oilroer, the Oommittee or the prescribed person m 
good taith in pursuauce ol section 8, section 4, section 8, section 9 or seotion 
10 shall be valid and shall be a tujl dibeii uge to the commanding olhcei, the 
Committee or the prescribed person, as the ease may be, and to the Central 
Government trom all turther liability in respeot of that money or property ; but 
nothing herein contained shall attect the light ol any executor or admimstra' 
tor or other lepresentative, or ot any oi editor ot the deceased against any 
person to whom such payment or delivery has been made. 

12. Property in the hands of commanding officer, Oommittee or prescribed 
person not to be assets where commanding officer, Oommittee or prescribed 
person is stationed.— Ally property coming into the hands oi the commanding 
officer or the Committee or the prescribed person under section 8, section 4 or 
sub-section (4) ot section 7 shall not, by reason thereol, be deemed to be assets 
or etteots at the place m which that commanding officer oi the Oommittee or 
the prtstubod poison is stationed, and it shall not be necessary by reason 
thereol that representation be taken out m respect ot that property for that 
place. 

18, Saving ol rights of representative. — Altai I lie commanding officei, oi 
the Oo mm ittee has paid to the prescribed person the surplus of the property 
of any deceased under sub-section (7) of seotion 8 or clause (n) of section 4, 
any representative of the deceased or any Administrator General, shall, as 
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regards any property of the deoeased not collected by the commanding officer 
or the Committee, as the case may he, and not forming part of the aforesaid 
surplus, have the same rights and duties as if sections 3 and 4 had not been 
enaoted. 

14. Apnlication of sections 3 to 13 to persons of unsound mind or to persona 
reported missing on active service. — Tho provisions of sections 3 to 13 shall, 
so far aa thev can be made applicable sIro apnlv in Ihe case of a person sub- 
ject to the Army Act, 1950, or the Air Force Act, 1050 as the CRRe may be, 
who notwithstanding nnvthing contained "n the Tndisn T miacv Act 1910 (TV 
of 19121 is ascertained in the prescribed manner to he of unsound mind or 
who. while on active service is officin'lv reported missing ns 'f ho had d'ed on 
the dav on which his unsonndness of mind is =o ascertained or, aa thp case 
may be, on the day on which lie is officially reported missing' 

Provided that in the case of a person so reported missing, no action shall 
he taken under sub-sections (9) lo (fi) of section 3 or section 4 or section 7 until 
such time as he is officially presumed to he dead 

15. Appointment of Standing Committee of Adlustmant In certain caPcs — 

When an officer dies nr deserts or is ascertained in the prescribed manner to 
be of unsound mind or 'while on active seiv’cp is offlciaPv reported missing the 
references in the fori going nrovisions of this Art to the Committee shall he 
construed as references to the Standing Committee of Adjustment, if any, 
constituted in this behalf m the niisciihed manner ind such Standing Com- 
mittee shall alone be entitled to perform all the functions of the Committee 
under this Act. 

16. Power to make ru'es. — (7) The Central Government may, bv notifica- 
tion in the Official Ornette make rule = for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the purposes of this Act. 

(5) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may — 

(a) prescribe tbe manner in which nnv propertv belonging to a 
deceased or deserter mnv bo secured or colled ed and bis regimental and 
other debts in camp or pointers paid 

(?i) provide for the pavmont of the funeral expenses of any deoeased; 

(c) provide for the constitution of the Committee of Adjustment or 
any Standing Committee of Adpistment under this Act; 

(d) specify the person who shall he reguded ns the prescribed person 
for the purposes of (hiR Act- 

(a) prescribe tho circnmstim es in which the estate of any deceased 
Rhall he handed over to the Administrator General; 

(f) prescribe the form arid manner in which a notice under section R 
shall be published ; 

(<7) prescribe tbe procedure bv which any person may he ascertained 
to he of unsound mind
